He has brought 20,640 children over, 
apart from this party, and only two 
fatalities have taken place.

The Home 
pays $5 a month for the care of board- 
ers in the homes in which they are 
placed. There are at present 1,100 
such charges in the country.

Burns: was a rather _goodttooki boy, 
for he was employed as a model by 
Sir William Richmond, and was the 
original of at least one figure in the 
mosaic designs of archangels to be 
seen on the roof of the choir of St.

& prominent interest in literary cir- 
cles, and this year is president of 
the Wesley College Literary Society.

The risen and ascend- 
ed Christ wrought through Peter and 
John in the healing of the man who 
had been lame from his birth, and this 
striking object lesson gave Peter an- 
other opportunity to proclaim Jesus 
Christ crucified and risen again, as the 
one whom Moses and all the prophets 
had foretold as the seed of Abraham. 

Lesson V.—The trial of Peter and 
John, Acts iv, 1-81. Golden Text, Acts 
iv, 31, “They were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and they spake the word 
of God with boldness.” Ever since sin 
entered the world mankind, as a whole, 
have been against God and on the side 
of the devil, and religion, so called, 
has been more largely on the Hne of 
Cain than of Abel, the god of this 
world taking the place of the living 
and true God. 

Lesson VI.—True and false brother- 
odd, Acts iv, 82, to v, if. ‘ Golden

secuted for righteousness’ sake, for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven.” Re- 
ligion imprisoned the faithful follow- 
ers of Christ and beat them and for- 
bade them to speak the name of Jesus, 
but the Lord by an angel brought them 
out of prison dnd commanded them to 
speak to the people and strengthened 
them to testify again before the rulers. 

Lesson VIII.—Stephen, the first 
ChristianAnartyr, Acts vi, 1, to vill, 3. 
Golden Text, Acts vii, 59, “They stoned 
Stephen, calling upon God and saying, 
Lord Jesus, receive wy spirit.” Not 
apostles only, but men willing to serve 
tables, become faithful witnesses to 
this risen, living Christ, and one of 
them is the first to be honored by lay- 
ing down his life to seal his testimony.

“After all ‘the Alberta govern- 
ment has done for the” farmers of 
this province itseems hardly credi- 
bie that any ene. will presume to 
criticize the. government’ for not 
taking immediate steps to orga- 
nize an agricultural college. The 
department of agriculture has of- 
fered to pay the railroad fare and 
the non-resident tuition fee of any 
farmers’ sons who wish to attend 
any.of the large agricultural col. 
leges'in the Dominion. This will 
leave them with only their board 
to pay and will give them the full 
benefits of a college which is more 
fully equipped and has a more ex- 
pert staff of teachers than an_ Al- 
berta college could secure for many 
years, So far, how many farmers’ 
sons have taken advantage of this 
offer? Only four. The depart- 
meut makes the same offer to any 
farmers’ daughters who wish to 
take the domestic science instruc- 
tion in connection with the agri- 
cultural colleges. Only four have 
so far taken advantage of this 
offer. 


Why is this? Because the 
country has not the population 
from whieh to draw any large 
number of agricultural students. 
More than that it is not the far- 
mers’ sons and daughters who are 
so much in need of an agricultural 
education as every man in the 
province, whether he be old or 
young, married or single, who. is 
turning his hand to agriculture. 
These men cannot leave their 
farms and homesteads to attend 
an agricultural college, so the 
means of securing an education 
have to be placed at their doors. 
This the department of agricul- 
ture for Alberta has done more 
extensively and with greater suoc- 
cess than any other 
the Dominion. 

Ever since the organization of 
the department the scheme of 
travelling schools has been advo- 
cated. Instruction bas been given 
‘farmers almost at their very door 
in every phase of agriculture. 
The travelling echool which has 
just completed a tour of the pro- 
vinee, gave three days instruction 
at the various pentres in the jud- 
ming of grain and livesteck. 
‘These schools were largely atten-

twenty and thirty miles of where 
| the: instruction was given. 


In 
1907, a grain judging schoo! tour- 
éd the “province and ample. evi- 
dence cap be seen in the province 
today of the benefits derived fhere- 
from. The department has ex- 
perts holding meetings throughout 
the country districts iz in- 
struction in poultry raising and 
dairying. «The creameries are an 
objectlesson to the farmers and 
the poultry fattening stations show 
what can be done in the hen house. 
Fruit experimental stations are es— 
tablished in all parts'of the pro- 
vinee and. the estimates placed on 
the table at thé recent session of 
the legislature made provision for 
adry farming experimental sta— 
tion in the south, With two Do- 
minion experimental farms in the 
province, one at. Lethbridge in the 
irrigation area, and the other at 
Lacombe, there ia no deficiency in 
this line. The department has 
done everything to encourage and 
assist the establishment of farmers’ 
institutes and agricaltural socie- 
ties. These are becoming a strong 
educational factor in every com- 
munity where they are organized. 
Liberal grants have been made 
yearly by the department for the 
improvement of dairy stock, the 
extermination of wolves and coy 

otes and the destruction of noxious 
weeds. Commissioners have iu 

vestizated the beef and pork in 

dustry of the province, and their 
reports are an education in them 


selves. At the present time a} 
short course school is being held | 


at Lacombe where instruction is 


given to men of all ages who can | 


spare two weeks from their work 
en the farm. ‘l'wo hundred
